POLICE SEEK TO PREVENT 


PARIS SACCO DEMONSTRATIONS 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 27.—The police of 
Paris, recalling previous demon- 
strations and threats against ihe 
American embassy and consulate 
in connection with the conviction 
of Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti of murder in Massachus- 
etts, are taking every precaution 
to prevent further incidents, as the 
outgrowth of the refusal of the 
court of Dedham, Maass., to zrant 
a new trial. 

The officials of the embassy and 
consulate have not asked the fo- 
lice to make additional assignments 
of guards. They are leaving the 
matter entirely in the hands of 
the police themselves.

About Wearing Apparel. 
EEPING a family in proper 
K clothing is a problem in many 
a home, but each member of 
the family can do considerable to 
lengthen the wear of the clothing, 
and that will help. 

The care of clothing, however, 
should begin with the _ selection. 
Buying clothing of good quality. 
well shaped and well fitted may 
mean a larger initial expense, but 
it means they will wear better than 
fabrics of inferior quality and ill- 
fitting garments that strain and 
pull. 

It ts the daily care that counts. 
When a garment is removed, do 
not hang it in the closet at once. 
Give it a chance to air well. 

After each wearing, shake the 
garment—this will remove wrin- 
kles and particles of dust. Then 
brush it well—be careful to do this 
in the direction of the nap—and 
remove any slightly soiled portions, 
especially those that develop at the 
neck, cuffs and back. This can be 
rapidly accomplished with any good 
grease solvent. If the garment is 
of silk, use a very soft brush or a 
soft cloth. A _ piece of velvet is 
an ideal medium for removing dust 
from silk.
